This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the 
generic invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because 
they are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT 
Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: 

There are three distinct species to which the claims presented are 
directed, involving distinct means of attaching conduits (brazing or other 
bonding means shown in Figs. 11-17 vs. mechanical attachments, shown in 
Figs. 18-19, vs. attaching via an expansion absorbing device. Figs. 20-25). In 
addition, there are distinct subspecies of the third embodiment mentioned 
above, employing different ways of attaching the conduits to the expansion 
absorbing plate or different ways of attaching the expansion absorbing plate to 
the container confining a second fluid (shown in Figs. 21, 22, and23-25, 
respectively). Further, there are additional species involving other distinct 
features to which claims are currently not directed (distinct conduit shapes, 
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open vs. closed conduits, the use of inserts or protrusions to reduce channel 
volume, etc.). 

Applicants are required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species of 
attachment means (either the Figs. 11-17 embodiments, or Figs. 18-19 
embodiments, or the Figs. 20-25 embodiments) to which the claims shall be 
restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. If the third set of 
embodiments (Figs. 20-25 involving an expansion absorbing "plate") is elected, 
the applicant must elect one subspecies from among this group (one of Fig. 2 1 , 
22, or Figs. 23-25). The reply must also identify the claims readable on the 
elected species, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a 
claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered non-responsive 
unless accompanied by an election.

The following claim(s) are generic: Claims 1-3, 5, 6, 9, 61, and 62. 

The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same 
or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The existence of an anticipatory reference demonstrating that one or more 
generic claims lack novelty establishes that the species do not relate to a single 
general inventive concept. As set forth in MPEP 1850: 

The expression "special technical features" is defined in PCT Rule 13.2 as 
meaning those technical features that define a contribution which each 
of the inventions, considered as a whole, makes over the prior art . . .
